Ban on Present 
Auto Engines 


Low-Pollution Cars 
Mandatory by 1975 
Under New Proposal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Legis- 


lation to force automakers to 
produce a low-polluting engine 
within five years—and a resolu- 
tion proposing the means to free 
the talent and money to do it- 
were offered today by Sen. Gay- 
lord Nelson, D-Wis. 


Nelson was to have introduced 


an amendment to the Clean Air 
Act which would prohibit the 
sale,of internal combustion en- 
gines by 1975. 


At the same time he served 


up a "sense of Congress" reso- 
lution which would have Detroit 
declare a moratorium on costly 
styling changes until it comes 
up with an alternative propul- 
sion system. 


"Until we face the problem of 


auto pollution, we cannot claim 
to be serious about air pollu- 
tion," Nelson said in remarks 
for Senate delivery. 


Noting 
that 
oxidant-laden 


smog blanketed 17 Eastern Sea- 
board states last week, Nelson 
said the public had seen "an 
ominous messenger of the fu- 
ture." 


Auto Responsibility 


"The automobile is responsi- 


ble for 60 per cent of the na- 
tion's air pollution and for as 
high as 90 per cent in many 
metropolitan regions." 


Nelson said industry members 


had a formal agreement for 16 
years to inhibit research and de- 
velopment in the area of pollu- 
tion control. 


Although they signed a con' 


sent decree prohibiting them 
from engaging in any future col- 
lusion to restrain pollution re- 
search, Nelson said, the record 
is still dismal and requires 
congressional action. 


"It is ironic to note," he said 


"that while the auto industry 
has been proclaiming that 
was attempting to find an alter- 
native engine, the most signifi- 
cant research in the area was 
taking place outside the indus- 
try." 


Called Possible 


Expert after expert, Nelson 


said, has testified that an effi- 
cient, economical, quieter and 
virtually pollution-free alterna- 
tive propulsion system can be 
produced. 


Nelson said the automobile in- 


dustry is satisfied with the per 
formance of the internal com 
bustion engine and will not con 
vert as "an act of social con 
science." 


But he noted the foremos 


concern of the manufacturers is 
the cost of conversion, which he 
estimated at S3 billion to $5 bil 
lion. 


"However, the taxpayers are 


paying for air pollution dam 
ages estimated at $30 billion an 
nually," Nelson said. "The auto 
mobile is responsible for more 
than half of the damages." 


Nelson said that, if the rate o 


air pollution continues unabat 
ed, the next decade will see the 
closing of entire metropolitan 
regions as a health precaution 
with all but emergency services 
at a standstill. 


"If we cannot protect tb 


health of the nation because i 
would require some tough deci 
sions that interfere with tradi 
tional right of free enterprise to 
do business as usual, then I sug 
gest that both the system and 
the people are in jeopardy," 
Nelson said.

"MacArthur went on to 
point out that there were domes- 
tic problems — the urban crisis, 
the ghettos, the economy—that 
should have far more priority 
than Vietnam. 


"Kennedy came out of the

Under New Proposal 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Legis- 


lation to force automakers to 
produce a low-polluting engine 
within five years—and a resolu- 
tion proposing the meaw to free 
the talent and money to do it- 
were offered today by Sen. Gay- 
lord Nelson, D-Wis. 


Nelson was to have introduced 


an amendment to the Clean Air 
Act which would prohibit the 
sale,of internal combustion en- 
gines by 1975. 


At the same time he served 


up a "sense of Congress" reso- 
lution which would have Detroit 
declare a moratorium on costly 
styling changes until it comes 
up with an alternative propul- 
sion system. 


"Until we face the problem of 


auto pollution, we cannot claim 
to be serious about ah- pollu- 
tion," Nelson said in remarks 
for Senate delivery. 


Noting 
that 
oxidant-laden 


smog blanketed 17 Eastern Sea- 
board states last week, Nelson 
said the public had seen "an 
ominous messenger of the fu- 
ture." 


Auto Responsibility 


"The automobile is responsi- 


ble for 60 per cent of the na- 
tion's air pollution and for as 
high as 90 per cent in many 
metropolitan regions." 


Nelson said industry members 


had a formal agreement for 16 
years to inhibit research and de- 
velopment in the area of pollu- 
tion control. 


Although they signed a con- 


sent decree prohibiting them 
from engaging in any future col- 
lusion to restrain pollution re- 
search, Nelson said, the record 
is still dismal and requires 
congressional action. 


"It is ironic to note," he said 


"that while the auto industry 
has been proclaiming that it 
was attempting to find an alter- 
native engine, the most signifi- 
cant research in the area was 
taking place outside the indus- 
try." 


Called Possible 


Expert after expert, Nelson 


said, has testified that an effi- 
cient, economical, quieter an<3 
virtually pollution-free alterna- 
tive propulsion system can be 
produced. 


Nelson said the automobile in- 


dustry is satisfied with the per- 
formance of the internal com- 
bustion engine and will not con- 
vert as "an act of social con- 
science." 


But he noted the foremost 


concern of the manufacturers is 
the cost of conversion, which he 
estimated at $3 billion to $5 bil- 
lion. 


"However, the taxpayers are 


paying for air pollution dam- 
ages estimated at $30 billion an- 
nually," Nelson said. "The auto- 
mobile is responsible for more 
than half of the damages." 


Nelson said that, if the rate of 


air pollution continues unabat- 
ed, the next decade will see the 
closing of entire metropolitan 
regions as a health precaution 
with all but emergency services 
at a standstill. 


"If we cannot protect the 


health of the nation because it 
would require some tough deci- 
sions that interfere with tradi- 
tional right of free enterprise to 
do business as usual, then I sug- 
gest that both the system and 
the people are in jeopardy," 
Nelson said.

NEW YORK (AP) — Former 


presidential aide K e n n e t h 
O'Donnell says John F. Kenne- 
dy chose Lyndon B. Johnson as 
his running mate in 1960 be- 
cause he felt that if elected he 
would be unable to "live with" 
Johnson as Senate 
majority 


leader. 


O'Donnell, who served in both 


the Kennedy and Johnson ad- 
ministrations, said that four 
years later Johnson wanted Sen. 
Mike Mansfield of Montana as 
his vice president for the same 
reason—to remove him from the 
key Senate leadership post. 


O'Donnell's observations in 


the Aug. 7 issue of Life maga- 
zine are from a book he is writ- 
ing. In addition to domestic poli- 
tics, th« account offers new 
background on early decisions 


on America's involvement im 
Vietnam. 


O'Donnell said Kennedy, after 


consulting with Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur and Mansfield in 
1961 and 1962, agreed with both 
on "the need for a complete mil- 
itary withdrawal 
from Viet- 


nam" but planned to withhold 
announcement until after the 
1964 election.

that Kennedy had "definitely

Did it occur to you 
that if Lyndon becomes the vice 
president, I'll have Mike Mans- 
field as the Senate leader, some- 
body I can trust and depend 
on?"

gan to have doubts about our 
military effort in Vietnam in 


1961, 
when both Gen. Douglas

be fighting a nonnuclear land 
war." 


"MacArthur was extremely 


critical of the military advice 
that the President had been get- 
ting from the Pentagon," he 
wrote. "MacArthur went on to 
point out that there were domes- 
tic problems — the urban crisis, 
the ghettos, the economy—that 
should have far more priority 
than Vietnam. 


"Kennedy came out of the

Fiscal Crisis for Higher Education 


Arthur Browne, the new director of 


the Coordinating Council for Higher 
Education, has given some sound advice 
to the administrators of the state's post- 
high school educational systems for the 
struggle for. adequate financing which 
will come in the legislature next year. In 
fact, Browne could have gone further 
with his advice. 


Public higher education, we fear, will 


face a crisis in the legislature next year. 
There will be a requirement for in- 
creased budgets matched against other 
state needs and a reluctance of a new 
administration to raise taxes. The easy 
way out for a good many legislators will 
be to say that higher education has not 
done very well with the tax money it now 
receives, and there will be plenty of 
examples of campus disorders to use as 
examples. A sizable bloc of the voters 
will be cheering their representatives on 
in this get-tough posture. 


Against this, die argument will be 


that a majority of students and those 
waiting to enter state schools should not 
be penalfeed for the acts of a few and 
that reducing Wisconsin's standing in 
higher education is the wrong answer. 
But it is becoming increasingly difficult 


to win with this argument, correct as it 
is. 


"These conditions of turmoil com- 


pounded by mammoth appropriation 
requests for complex operations which 
are often misunderstood lead public 
officials to search desperately for 
controls which will give them handles 
for restoring peace and tranquility," 
was the way Browne put it. 


Browne has suggested that the 


boards of regents for the University of 
Wisconsin and the state universities and 
the state board governing the vocational 
schools System get together before the 
•end of the year to produce a program 
aimed at a "confidence gap" which 
exists between higher education and 
legislators. This gap also is an un- 
pleasant but real circumstance at 
present between higher education and 
many taxpayers who will be asked to 
provide increased appropriations next 
year. 


The suggestion for a joint high-level 


meeting is a good one. But to be ef- 
fective, its end product must be more 
than promises and platitudes. The three 
boards should cite chapter and verse for 
the reassurance the public is looking for 
and which is needed in the budget 
struggles in the legislature next year.

when 650 tons of oil went into the Atlantic 
off West Falmouth, Massachusetts. 
There is still fuel oil present in the water 
and on the shore. The pollution spread to 
the sea bottom and covers at least 5,000 


Use of Wire-Tapping Must be Limited 


In these days of increased violence 


and serious crimes, it may be that wire-, 
tapping of suspects' phones to gain 
evidence for prosecution is necessary, at 
least in cases of organized conspiracies. 


And yet it must make a lot of 


Americans feel uncomfortable that we 
seem to have reached the era when Big 
Brother is forever watching, well before 
1984. 


Wisconsin's wire tapping law, passed, 


by the Legislature in 1969, allows wire- 
tapping in investigations into murder, 
kidnapping, commercial gambling, 
bribery, extortion and narcotics and 
dangerous drug dealings. These are 
serious crimes and some are difficult to 
investigate. There is the safeguard that 
permission to use a wire-tap must be 
approved by a circuit court after ap- 
plication for such permission is made by 
the district attorney, and the state at- 
torney general. Clearly this usually will 
mean that there will be caution and that 
everyone's phone is not going to be

I 
told him my father had been a 
fireman, so he shifted gears: 
in Saigon there were no fire 
hydrants. I told him there 
were no hydrants in roughly 90 
per cent of the United States, 
but.there were water trucks 
and 1,000-gallon pumpers. He 


" said snipers might shoot the 
fireman! I quit and went in 
search of the A.I.D. Director, 
who — perhaps fortunately — 
was off in IV Corps. 


This was no way to handle 


riots. Sure, the high school 
kids were hired by the An 
Quang Buddhists, for a couple 
of hundred piastres, to tear up 
the town, but New York police 
deal with tougher situations 
every Saturday night without 
gassing up the neighborhood. 
In Saigon, however, high 
policy was at the mercy of 
nitwits who taught the-police 
to deal with a mob of 50 kids as 
if the latter were 50,000 armed 
professionals. 
The 
first 


principle of the Public Safety 
advisors was to avoid 
"politics", which meant that 
the Vietnamese were left to 
run their own jails, riot police, 
etc. We are now paying the 
penalty for our reluctance to 
intervene enough.

Why French Remains 


Diplomat's Language 


BY SYDNEY J. HARRIS 


One of my children wanted 


to know why French was, and 
remains, the language of 
international relations, when 
English is so much more 
widespread and easier to 
learn. 


Each language, of course, 


has its own strengths and 
weaknesses; and ours cannot 
be matched for simplicity, 
directness and power. But it 
lacks the precision and sub- 
tlety of French, just as it lacks 
the tonal beauty of Italian, or 
the philosophic depth of 
German. 


It is no accident that the 


most beautiful operas are 
sung in Italian, the most 


• complex philosophical 


systems devised in German, 
the most popular "second 
language" m the world is 
English — or that, despite its 
loss of empire and influence, 
France still dominates m the 
language of diplomacy and 
'international relations. 


In English, for instance, 


there is really only one way to 
say: "I saw a white horse." If 
we want to emphasize one 
particular aspect of that 
sentence, we have to stress the 
key word, either in speaking 
or in italicizing it in print, like 
"I MW a white horn" or "I 
saw a white horse," or "I MW 
a white hone," or even "I «aw 
a white horse." 


In French, there are four 


different fyntacttcal way* to 
put the same 
sentence,

depending 
upon 
which 


element is to be stressed. The 
ordinary unstressed sentence 
is "J'ai vu tin cheval blanc." 


But "I saw a white horse," 


becomes "C'est moi qui ai vu 
un cheval blanc." Whereas, "I 
saw a white horse" turns into 
"Mais j'ai bien vu un cheval 
blanc." And "I saw a white 
horse" converts into "C'est un 
cheval blanc que j'ai vu." 


The French versions leave 


no room for doubt or am- 
biguity, by their very word- 
order; it is impossible to 
mistake what the writer or 
speaker is emphasizing. For 
French aims at clarity of 
meaning beyond all else, 
whereas English is much 
more loose and subjective. (It 
also explains why a great poet 
like Shakespeare cannot be 
appreciated 
in 
French 


translation, where he seems 
merely "sloppy"; and also 
why France has produced no 
poet of comparable great- 
ness.)

•considered one of the highest 
arts in France, whereas 
Americans (and British, too) 
are almost ashamed of 
speaking well and properly.

MADISON, Wis. (AP) - Ev- 


eryone knows what sanitary 
landfflls are. They're garbage 
dumps—unsightly pits full of 
blowing debris that smell and 
attract rats and flies. 


But, "it ain't necessarily so." 
A process being tested here 


shows sanitary landfills can be 
made almost sanitary and so 
useless as a food source for 
vermin that flies shy away and 
rats starve or move out. 


The result is a garbage dump 


clean and safe enough so that a 
wild duck chose it as a good 
neighborhood in which to raise 
her young. 


The trick is pulverization; 


smashing the garbage and rub- 
bish to bits. It is then dumped 
into the landfill site in the usual 
manner. 


Experiments have shown the

pulverized material takes less 
space, and has little or no odor. 


"We consider the plant a na- 


tional breakthrough in the oper- 
ation of landfills," said Edwin 
J. Duzynski, Madison's director 
of public works, who said the 
city's garbage disposal problem 
is critical. 


Same Problem 


Madison faces the same prob- 


lem as many other cities—in- 
ability to find suitable landfill 
sites. Officials think pulveriza- 
tion will help.

tion is going to solve the prob- 
lem, but city officials say it is 
a step in the right direction. 


'It's a good start, but still ex- 


perimental," said Madison May- 
or William Dyke, who inherited 
the system when he took office 
two years ago. "Present meth- 
ods are no good. You dig a lit- 
tle hole here and cover it up, 
then you dig another little hole 
there and cover it up. Pulveri- 
zation, we call it milling, may 
be the answer. In a few months

"We have found out that we 


save about 40 per cent of the 
space we would otherwise need 
for dumping," said Steinhoffer. 
"The machine crushes bottles 
and tears up and smashes cans 
so there are no voids like there 
would be in a normal landfill.' 


"The refuse settles and com- 
icts more evenly in the land- 
ill," he added, "making it a 
better base for future 
rec- 


reational or real estate use." 


Not This Year 


"I'm sure another pulverizing 


establishment will come so we - 
can handle all the refuse gen- 
erated in Madison," he said. 
"Not this year, but we're work- 
ing toward that end."

ment involved building piles- 
cells—of milled refuse and simi- 
lar piles of unmilled materia.

Various techniques failed to ev- 
en start a fire deep in the cells.

Meanwhile, an underground 


The milled cells were found to 


be remarkably free of flies. 


The absence of rodents kft 


observers perplexed. 


Feed stations were set up to 


attract rats. They burrowed in 
Ihe unmilled refuse—but left the 
milled cells alone, even when 
the feeding was stopped. 


Controlled Experimeat 


To find out why, a controlled 


experiment was set up at Pur 
due. Rats were fed a daily ra- 
tion of milled refuse which con- 
tained more than enough food 
value to sustain them.

cling, but has produced a 20- 
pound paper made from pulver- 
ized refuse and common kraft 
pulp. The laboratory said cor- 
rugated board is a top priority 
item for recycling milled refuse, 
but added that totally new prod- 
ucts may be developed. 


Develop Technology 


Researchers say just about all 


U.S. waste can be recycled, but 
it will take time to develop the 
technology. 


Another possibility, being stud- 


ied by Hell, is burning as a fuel. 
Much refuse now is simply 
burned in incinerators—to the 
distaste of those in residential 
areas within a considerable ra- 
dios. 


Many 
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electric utilities burn 


the same coal that produces 
black smoke when shoveled into 
a home furnace. But they pul- 
verize it first and spray it into 
their boilers—producing a hotter 
fire and a cleaner, white smoke. 


Add to Coal 


"Pulverization could make re 


use much more controllable in 
burning—making the amount ol 
heat generated per pound more 
even," Ohlgren said. "It can be 
added to coal for burning in 


electric plants."

The mill, designed 
and built in England, chews, up 
some 18 tons of refuse an hour 
—spitting out that which it can't 
handle—for example, an auto- 
mobile engine block. 


The hammer mill is on a 


vertical shaft. Its 48 hammers 
rotate at 1,450 revolutions per 
minute, smashing just about 
anything smaller than a two- 
foot-square chunk of concrete in-
